The prosperou s city of W ilmington, Delaware, 
pointed the way to the Repu blican elephant 
recently when the Repu blicans elected a may or, 
in a partisan contest and ov ertu rned a big Demo­ 
cratic m ajority of the Nov ember election. Com­ 
m enting on the election and its resu lts the Dov er 
News-Sentinel say s in part: 
“At the last general election Gov ernor Mc- 
Mu llin, a Democrat, carried the city of W ilming­ 
ton by a plu rality of ov er 6,5 00 v otes. Last S atu r­ 
day May or Bacon, a Repu blican, ru nning on a 
partisan ballot, carried the city by som ething 
ov er 7,700 v otes. Qu ite a tu rn ov er in a period of 
a few short m onths in a city which nev er polls 
'm ore than 5 0,000 v otes in any election. 
| 
“Blinded by its own egotism, smu gness and lack 
of political acu m en, the Democratic city m anage­ 
m ent, repu diating its solemn pledges, went to 
b at again Satu rday , pu tting all its eggs in the 
Roosev elt bask et and the Repu blicans accepted 
the issu e and battled it ou t on the platform plu s 
the local record of May or Bacon’s prev iou s ad­ 
m inistration/’ 
The resu lt of the election, small thou gh it was, 
certainly will offer no grain of com fort to the 
New Dealers themselv es. Yet, as the Sentinel 
states, there is som ething more to it than that. 
Delaware, of which W ilmington is the largest 
city , is a norm ally Repu blican state. It w ent 
Dem ocratic last fall, defeating Senator Hastings, 
whose serv ices to the cou ntry hav e been v ery 
v alu able, becau se the Repu blicans were split into 
two bitter factions. In the recent W ilmington 
election the Repu blicans seem to hav e bu ried the 
hatchet for the time being at least, and the re­ 
su lt was a difference of nearly fifteen thou sand 
v otes in a total of fifty thou sand cast.
